Treatment of conscripted workers in hutenchiene was deseribed as "symrathetic", 


2. In Tsitsihar only the wealthy experienced discrimination. More then 5 OULU ,OUG yuan 
were exacted fran the woalthy Jarznese oiter the Cormsnists! arrival, Homes of 
well-to-do Japanese were romisitioned by oth itoute ary officiols. 


3»  Hunechun source seid all nationslities were treated equally by the Cownunists. 
Tunerei source found no current énti-Japenese discrimination, but seid they had 
been "badly treated" when the 8th Houte aruy first arrived. One Lunschtinge source 
described Chinese~Jananese relations as "very good" since the army's entry. 
according to hin, the officers fron Yenen treated the Japanese kindly, but soldiers 
conscripted locally rerformed cets of vandalism. another Lungeh'ine source illus- 
trated the good treatment by pointing out that of 20 Japanese arrested as war 
eriminals (including himself), only 3 were still in custody. 


4e The discipline and good behavior of Chinese Communist troop escorts on Jarsnese 
revatriate trains was proised. In .ntu » however, treatment was "-ener-lly cood 
until the tine of denarture for repetriation." The basis for this charre was 
that the Comuunists had not inforved reratrivtes of the derarture date, iad rro= 
hibited selling of any nersonal property, forcing thaa to absndon it. Eech 
evepatriate wus allowed to take with him 100 yuen. In Lunechting on official 
Communist order allowed a family of 3 to take £000 yuan. actually 2000 yuan was 

permitted to be carried. A receipt was piven for the surplus. On the receint it 

wes stated thet the money would be used for relief funds.

golians living there cannot openly exhisit friendshins for the Jananese. They 
would se called pro-Jaranese and killed by the 8th Route Aray. 

6. Sources were inrressed by the trestment received on reratrintion trains. Renatriates 
were shipred in closed cars. Netionalists effecting reretriation of Janenese had 
employed uncomfortable flat curs.
